Missionary Society informed its patrons that 
“the Missionaries were suffering,’ and so- 
licited the means for their relief. his appeal 
The sum of 
fourteen thousand dollars has been received, 
and distributed to the most nee ily cases, ns fast 
as it came in. 

Still, the relief has been only partial W hile 
some have received a portion of what the So- 
ciety had promised, there are others who, af- 
ter another quarter has passe adoaw VW, Perini 
yet unpaid; and the Trensury of the Society is 
nenin exhausted: so that without immediate 
contributions from the friends of the Missiona- 
ry, the Inborer will not receive his hire. Con- 
sequently he must suffer for the want of those 
necessaries of lite, which he has been aceus- 
tomed to procure with the aid furnished by this 
Society, Although the late harvest has ren- 
dered the various articles of food more abun- 
dant than in the Spring; yet it should be con- 
sidered that Winter is approaching, and that 
in retired and frontier districts, the Missionary

My chiet 
dependence is on your society. Without your 
aid IT should be absolutely compelled to leave 
my post. And I find it difficult to support my 
family, eight in number, on the small salary 
allowed me.”

Except in some very peculiar cases, where 
no considerable increase of expenditure was 
involved, the Committee have not felt at liber- 
ty in the present state of things to make new 
appointments. They have been constrained to 
say to feeble churches, “ You must wait ?— 
and to ministers desiring to go to the destitute, 
* We cannot send you now, without doing in- 
justice to those for whose support we are al- 
ready pledged. We must first meet the claims 
of those now in the field.” 

But, we ask, are the churches willing that 
the Soviety, even in the present season of em- 
barrassment, should do no more than relieve 





the wants af its present Missionaries? Must 
they postpone the sending of other laborers, | 
who are re: dy to go to places which are anx- | 
We hope not. It will | 
be a reproach to the churches, and bring bar- 
renness upon them, if they let the missfonary 
enterprise stand still, The great Adversary 
does not stand still, Infidelity, death and ruin 
do not pause fora single day. Our obligations 
to Christ, and to the souls whom he has pur- 
chased with bis blood, are not suspended. 
Meanwhile, the present opportunity, so pecu- 
liar and precious—this fast flying seed time of 
our country’s happiness—is passing away.

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Biography.

REV. WILLIAM W. HUNT, 


Died, at his residence in North Amherst, on 
the Sth ult. at the age of 41 years, the Rev. 
Williams W. Hunt, pastor of the Congreen- 
tional Church tn that place. ‘Phis humble, in- 
telligent, and devoted servant of Jesus Christ, 
was born in Belehertown, Sept. Tth, 1796. At 
the age of 16, he made a public profession of 
religion, and united with the church in his na- 
tive town, then under the pastoral care of the 
Rev. Experience Porter, At the age of 19, he 
commenced study preparatory for College, and 
was admitted a member of William's College 
He was assixtect in his ed- 
veation from the funds of the A. EB. Society, 
and was graduated in 1820. Being strictly con- 
scientious in the improvement of his time, and 
having a clear and discriminating mind, he of 
course maintained a high standing in his class 
In 1921 he became a member of the Theologi- 
ex! Seminary at Andover, and left on account 
of il! health Tm the spring of 1824 Inthe fall 
of the same year he was licensed by the H np 
shire Central Association, and prenched as a 
stated supply a little more than a year in the 
South peirtsh in Woodstock, Conn. In Nov. 
of 1826, he was invited to preachin North Am- 
herst, toa chereh and society newly formed, 
and was settled as Pastor, Mareh 7th, 1827. 


valuable; as a member of society, he was alive 
to any thing that could endanger its peace, or 
promote its prosperity. Lovely and interest- 
mg in every social relation, he was ready to 
sympathise in every social ealamity, and to 
tuke a real interest in the concerns of others. 
He was ardently devoted to the interests of civ- 
i! liberty, and the rights of man. Human na- 
ture, trodden down and oppressed, shared his 
warmest sympathy and commiseration. 

As a Christian, the piety of Mr. Hunt was 
humble, intelligent, and active. No grace ap- 
peared stronger than his humility, He was 
devout, without ostentation; serious, but not 
austere; nice in discriminating the rules of 
Christian courtesy, yet patient of injuries, and 
meek under abuse; accurate in his judgment of 
what constitutes a symmetrical Christian char- 
acter, but charitable towards those whose life 
Was not perfect. 

e wis unusually conscientious, and aimed 
always to do right in litte things. Having 
once settled what was Christian principle in 
any case, he was not to be driven from it by 
the voice of popular opinion. For all his acts 
he remembered his accountability to God, and 
was ready to inquire, how will this that I am 
about to do bear the scrutiny of a Holy and 
Omniscient God. His piety was uniform, and 
always exemplary. “In obedience to the in- 


junction of the apostle ’—these are his words; 


“Twill give myself to reading, meditation, and 
prayer, making ita daily practice to devote a 
portion of time to the word of Ged, and to se 
cret devotion.” 

As abhusband and father, we hardly know 
how to speak of him, so as to do justice to his 
memory. It was the privilege of the writer to 
have spent many days in his family, and to 
have shared largely in the confidence and hos- 
pitality of his house; and yet imagination ean 
scarcely picture a domestic scene more lovely, 
more like what a Christinn family should ex- 
hibit, than was every day to he witnessed in his 
house. In his diary of Sept. 1830, we find this 
resolution. It shall be my endeavor to walk 
before my household in a spirit of tenderness, 


| affection, and uniform piety; habitually main- 


taining family devotion, treating my compan- 
jon with respect and tenderest affection, and 


| my children as becomes a truly benevolent pa- 


rent, and inviting, and earnestly praying the 
Holy Spirit to dwell with us, and make usa 
pattern of every thing that is good and holy to 
the families around us, and training us up for 
the kingdom of Heaven.” 

‘Lhis resolution he labored constantly to ear- 
ry into execution. He did not overlook the 
fact, that by training aright his five little ones, 
he would probably do more for the ehureh, and 
the world, than by « tnploying the tine necessa- 


| rv for this in any other way. 


Asa pastor and minister, Mr. Huntwilllong 
he remembered, both by his peopl , and by his 
brethren in office, as a bright exan ple of whet 
a tninister of the gospel should be. 

In his preparations for the pulpit, he was 
never hasty and superficial. His subjects were 
always timely, and thoroughly studied. He 
never felt at liberty to go before his people, 
Withont some messave that should be both in- 
structive and impressive. None but‘ beaten 
oil did he deem fit for the sanetu irv, Fivan- 
gelicalin his sentiments, the Bible was his text- 
book, His sermons betrav a thorough know!l- 
edge of the Scriptures The Bible ho duemed 
the best classie: and though he enriched his 
stvle with illustrations borrowed from an ex- 
tensive fund of general reading, and aeeurate 
scientific research, he did not seorn to use 
Scripture illustrations, as being best adapted to 
instruct and profit his hearers. His method 
was perfect, his style chaste lear, his ar- 
gument always conclusive, and his h

What a monument is here presented of the en- 
tire inefficacy of unassisted reason to ameliorate 
the religious condition of any people. Not an in- 
dividual is known to have been improved in his 
morals or happiness by this system. 

here is incomparably less to attract or encourage 
than there would be in a good school of the same 
numbers. This people stop Where they are, and 
are tenaciously determined to go no further. A 
school in which Hindoo prejudice had been over- 
come to the same extent, we should expect to ad- 
vance to a more complete emancipation. In the 
present case, there seems to be a determination not 
to advance and every thing is decrepit and decay- 
ing in the aspect of the Society. 

Already may the enterprise be called a failure and 
soon all the traces of the influence of this distin- 
guished man, will be lost from the earth. 

There was tormerly a Unitarian Christian con- 
regation in this city established under the care of 
Rev. Mr. Adam, (previously a missionary) who 
met for a short time at a private house. The first 
Sunday they had sixty or seventy persons present; 
the second fifty, and soon only five attended. Mr. 
A. thus disconcerted, became the editor of a paper, 
and subsequently accepted an appointment under 
Government, to visit various parts of India and re- 
port on the state of education in the interior.

J! could not learn 
that there is now any meeting of Unitarian Chris- 
tians in Calcutta.” 
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THE WAR AT RAIATEA, 
From a Narrative of Missionary Enterprises in the South 
Sea Islands. By Rev. J Williams. 

The heathen party were so exasperated at 
thiscircumstance, that they determined to make 
war upon the Christians and put them all to 
death. For this purpose, they invited the chier 
of Tahaa to come over with his army and as- 
sist them in effecting their object. ‘They erect- 
ed a house, which they encircled with the 
trunks of cocoa-nut and bread-fruit trees, into 
which they resolved to thrust the Christians, 
and then to set it on fire, and thus burn them 
alive. Terrified at these and other frightful 
preparations, ‘Tamatoa sent frequent overtures 
of peace; but the invariable reply was, ‘There 
is no peace for god-burners, until they have 
felt the effeets of the fire with which they de- 
stroyed Oro.” As a last resource, the chiei 
sent his favorite daughter; and a small shower 
of rain happening to descend just as she enter- 
ed the camp, a priestess of Toimata, the daugh- 
ter of Oro, commenced singing the following 
stanza:— 

* Thickly, thickly falls the small rain from the skies; 
*Tis the afflicted Toimata weeping for her sire.”’ 
This roused the spirit of the people to such a 
pitch, that the heathens shouted simultaneous- 
ly, ‘* There is no peace to be made with god- 
burners, until they have felt the effects of the 
fire with which they destroyed Oro,” and de- 
termined to make the attack on the following 
day. The night was a sleepless one with both 
parties; for the heathens were employed in 
listening to the vociferations of their priests, in 
feasting, in rioting, and exulting in the antici- 
pated triumphs of the coming day; while the 
Christians spent the hours in prayer, and in 
raising an embankment of stones, behind which 
to defend themselves aslongas possible. Early 
the next morning the heathen party, with flying 
banners, the shout of the warriors, and the 
sound of the trumpet-shell, bore down in an 
Imposing attitude upon the affrighted Chris- 
tians: while they on their bended knees, were 
supplicating the protection of God against the 
fury of their enemies, whose numbers, whose 
frightful preparations and superstitious mad- 
ness, rendered them peculiarly formidable. A 
long shoal of sand stretched from the shore o 
the Christian encampment; in consequense o. 
which the heathen party were compelled to 
land at a distance of half'a mile from the spot. 
Before they arrived at the place of disembarka- 
tion, one of the Christians, formerly a noted 
warrior, said to the chief, ** Allow me to select 
all our effective men, and make an attack upor 
the heathens, while in the confusion of landing. 
A panic may seize them, and God may work a 
deliverance for us.” The proposition was 
agreed to; but the chief himself said, “* Before 
you go, let us unite in prayer.” Men, women, 
and children, then knelt down outside their 
stone embankment, and the king implored the 
God of Jacob to cover their head in the dav o!

Taking a circuitous route behind the brush- 
wood, until he arrived opposite to the place 
where the heathens were landing, the com. 
mander extended his littl army as far as it 
would reach, and gave strict orders that no 
noise should be made until they were emerging 
from the bush. ‘Thearrangement proved most 
successful. The heathens were seized with 
consternation, and after a short resistance, 
threw away their arms, and fled for their lives: 
for they expected to have met with barbarous 
treatment, similar to that which they would 
have inflicted had they been the conquerors, 
But perceiving that no injury was sustained by 
those of their brethren who fell into the hands 
of the Christians, they peeped from behind the 
bushes, or shouted from the trees in which they 
had taken refuge, “ Here am I: spare my life, 
by Jesus, your new God.” The remainder ot 
the day was spent by the Christians in conduct- 
ing their prisoners into the presence of the 
chief, who remained for several hours upon 
the very spot where in the morning he com- 
mended his little band to the protection of God, 
A herald stood by his side, and shouted, as the 
fugitives approached,  Weleome! weleome! 
you are saved by Jesus, and the influence of 
the religion of merey which we have em- 
braced!’ When the chief of Tahaa, who led 
the heathen, was taken, and conducted, pale 
and trembling, into the presence of Tamatoa, 
he exclaimed,“ Am IT dead?” His feara how- 
ever were immediately dissipated by his broth- 
er chieftain, who replied, “6 Mi, brother; cease 
to tremble; you are saved by Jesus.” A feast 
was immediately prepared ‘for the prisoners, 
when nearly a hundred large pigs were baked 
whole, with a proportionate quantity of bread- 
fruit and other vegetables, ‘The heathen sat 
down to eat, but few could swallow their food, 
being overwhelmed by the astonishing events 
of the day. While they were thus seated, one 
of the party arose, and said, ** This is inv little 
speech: Let every one be allowed to follow his 
own inclination; for my part, [ will never 
again, to the day of my death, worship the gods 
who could not protect us in the hour of danger! 
We were four times the number of the praying 
people, yet they have conquered us with the 
greatest ease. Jehovah isthe true God. Had 
we conquered them, they would, at this mo- 
ment, have been burning in the house we made 
strong for the purpose! but instead of injuring 
us, Or Our Wives, or our children, they have 

prepared for us this sumptuous feast. — 
is a religion of mercy. I will go and unite my- 
self to this people.” This declaration wis 
listened to with so much delight, and similar

REVIVAL AND PERSECUTION IN HOLLAND. | 
Extract of a Letter from Rev. Robert Baird, to the | 
Editors of the N. Y. Observer, dated 
Panis, Oct. 4, 1837. | 

‘In Holland, the religious excitement W hich | 
I spoke of last year as having existed for two 
or three years, goes on with increasing earnest- 
ness. Indeed, since my visit of last year, much 
violence in some parts of the kingdom has at- 
tended this movement; and there is reason to 
fear that the worst has not yet come. 

As to the occasion of this religious move- 
ment, | need not add anything to what I stated 
in my repert of last year. It is, without doubt, 
areal religious awakening in the churches, or 
rather among the people, in a country where, 
after true religion had for a long period flour- 
ished, a long night of heart-chilling formality, 
deadness and error had succeeded. It is very | 
possible that there has been not a little of un- | 








hallowed feeling mingled with it. Inatime of 
persecution, it is exceedingly difficult for ¢ | 
considerable body of men, of mixed character, 
to avoid doing things, which in some respects | 
are both indiscreet and improper. 

It is a remarkable fuet, that this revival of 
religion exists much more among the laity than 
the clergy. T account for this fact by the state- 





ment of another, which holds good of several 
{other countries in Europe, viz. that w hen vital | 
piety disappeared from the pulpit, it: still lin- | 
gered among the people, especially among the 
more aged. ‘This fact is demonstrated in the 
churches in Saxony and other countries in Ger- 
act. It is not ditlicult to suppose that such 
{8 state of things may exist in countries in which 
the state authorities possess and exercise the | 
power of appointing the pastors of the churches. | 
The number of ministers in Holland who are | 
[prominent in this movement, or rather, who 
jhave been compelled to take a position inde- 
jpendent of the Reformed Dutch Church, does 
not exceed five or six, and most of these are 
young men. Itis however, true, that there is 
}a considerable number of ministers in the Es- 
{tablished or rather National church, who are

preachers of it, but who do not think it expedi- 
}ent to separate fromthatchureh. By pursuing 
| this course, they are not so much identitied with 
| the party which has separated from that church 
jas they would otherwise be.

It is known only 
that there are about 200 congregations or as- 
|semblies in the various parts of the kingdom, 
| But as these meetings are forbidden by the 
| government, excepting where the number of 
} persons present does not exceed nineteen, it is 
impossible to obtain any thing like a correct 
idea of the whole number of those who 
deeply interested in this work. For a while 
the government was willing to allow the local 
‘uthorities to grant extraordinary permission, 
to such as desired it, to hold public meetings. 
But for some months, such permission ts with- 
held, | beliewe, in every part of the kingdom, 
and the old law of the Preneh code (whieh has 
remained in foree in that country ever since its 
annexation with France in the time of Napole- 
on) has been enforced: and when the number 
lattending these meetings, whether for prayer 
or for preaching, has exceeded 19, both the 
person who opened his house for the meeting 
ind those who attended it have been fined, and 
In certain cases, imprisoned for a considerable 
period!

them; when they had boiled soft, | turned them | 
into a new splinter basket containing some | 
straw, and placed on them a barrel head, and| 
a heavy weight. The juice was caught in a 
tub. This was repeated until I bad juice 
enough to fill the kettles, when I commenced 
boiling it down, and attended to it strictly, fre-| 
quently skimming it, till it became of the con-| 
sistency of cane molasses. The native acids of | 
the fruit imparted a peculiar flavor, otherwise | 
it could hardly be distinguished from the syrup 
of the cane. It was used in my family for 
making sweetmeats, for sweetning pies, for 
dressing on puddings and griddle cakes, and a 
variety ofother purposes. The cost of making 
it is very trifling, and the means are within the| 
reach of every farmer.—Ohio Farmer,
